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one. There is much to do for another year but a leaf out of 1947 is 
a good leaf to. keep in everyone’s book. As was apparent to everyone 
at the Spa this year, the reason for its success was the presence of 
the big Thoroughbred yearling buyers themselves. Without them 
any sale must depend on proxy bidding, a difficult business when 
prices rocket upward for favorite sons and daughters. The whole 
sales atmosphere is stalemated without the owners and one felt this 
both at Keeneland and California while at the Spa there was far more 
resource and elasticity in the bidding.. Wherever the Thoroughbred 
market is to be conducted its location must depend on the convenience 
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THE OUTCOME OF THE SALES 





Last vear a well known Thoroughbred breeder commissioned 
Humphrey Finney to spend $40,000 to buy him 4 foals to be sold at 
Saratoga this summer. It was an uncertain time for the Fasig- 
Tipton Company Sales. Kentucky sales had soared, beating all prev- 
ious averages for Thoroughbred bloodstock. Eastern breeders were 
shaking their heads while Kentucky breeders were saying the old 
sales ring at the Spa was through, the East would never again be 
able to maintain its traditionally high priced market faced with the 
competition from the new sales ring in the heart of the Blue Grass 
country. But the late Kenneth Gilpin, for it was he who was deter- 
mined to provide the best, persisted in an abiding faith. In spite of 
seriously impaired health brought about in some measure by his 
intensive work for the 1946 Sales at Saratoga, this horseman con- 
tinued with his plans for the 1947 sales and staked his judgment, his 
business acumen and his faith in what he felt would be a venture to 
the best interests of Thoroughbred breeding and his Fasig-Tipton 
management. 

That Mr. Gilpin never lived to see the complete fulfillment of 
his work is extremely sad but his faith was such that there was no 
doubt in his mind but that he was on the right track in building up 
the Saratoga Sales ring as a great central yearly market for the dis- 
persal of Thoroughbred yearlings. No better proof of his judgment 
can be given than that this year his War Admiral topped the sale. 

Henry Knight’s average which topped the average of any con- 
signment of similar size at any time was a startling reminder to 
Thoroughbred breeders of the old adage, “Make the customer happy.” 
Mr. Knight is one of the country’s greatest salesmen as well as being 
one of the country’s finest breeders. After his sale he remarked, 


“All you need in this business is about 3 customers for each horse 
_and you will have a sale.” It takes a little more than that to gain 
the top price, secure the biggest gross and maintain the highest 


average but those who know Henry Knight know the energy, the 
skill and the knowledge that combined to make his sale possible. 

In maintaining top prices for racehorses one must, to paraphrase 
another gentleman in another business, “be fustest with the mostest”. 
if there ever was a market that depended more on the whims and 
caprices of a temperamental audience, it is the Thoroughbred market 
today. Prices for horses are huge by comparison to other years and in 
the last analysis few can offer these kind of prices without the owner. 
The owner interested in racing has and probably always will have a 
holiday time to enjoy his racing. It is a time in which he can devote 
himself wholeheartedly to a delight in the horse and its racing capa- 
bilities. Saratoga is better fitted than any track or place in the coun- 
try for such enjoyment. It is far enough away from a city so that by 
its comparative inaccessibility, it becomes all the more attractive. It 
is in truth, an owner’s track and for those who want to reach owners, 
there can be no better place. 

The whole breeding picture is large, perhaps too large to en- 
compass in a single arena at a single time but there is no doubt that 
the more breeders can concentrate their best selling efforts in one 
place where it is most convenient for the owners, the more every 
breeder will benefit thereby. It is a case of one for all and all for

The Quarter Horse 


Dear Editor: 


You may remember that in 1941 
or ’43 I wrote you several letters on 
the speed of the so called Quarter 
Horse out here in comparison with 
that of registered Thoroughbreds 
racing on the big tracks. That in- 
volved me in a long distance argu- 
ment with The Blood-Horse who 
picked it up from your paper. Up to 
that date I had never owned any- 
thing but hunters and steeplechas- 
ers, but was accused by The Blood- 
Horse of being blind on one side in 
favour of the Quarter Horse if 
there is such an animal. 

Recently (Aug. 4th) C. §. How- 
ard of Seabiscuit fame, was kidded 
into a bet of $50,000 aside to run 
his *Fair Truckle against a mare 
from Tucson named Barbara B. at 
Hollywood Park. The Quarter Horse 
people conceded the gate was to be 
set back 40 feet, and the race was 
to be 1-4-mile. J. Longden rode the 
Howard horse and due to. the 
strangeness of the gate to Barbara 
B., or perhaps to superior riding, 
*Fair Truckle got a good length at 
the gate, but Barbara B. won as she 
pleased by 2 1-2 or 3 lengths. There 
was undoubtedly half a million bet 
on the race by the cowbays, etc., but 
of course not through the Tote. As 
starting time approached, there was 
such a vast amount of Barbara B. 
money around and so little *Fair 
Truckle that most bets were hased 
on by how much Barbara B. would 
win. 

Now of course this still proves 
nothing since Barbara B. is at least 
7-8 Thoroughbred, but *Fair Truck- 
le is considered one of the fastest 
on the tracks of the coast at short 
distances, and moreover was taken 
out of regular training and trained 
specially for this race, whereas the 
whole affair except the distance 
was strange to Barbara B. Soft 
track, type of gate, away from 
home, and a strange climate. Long 
trip in truck across the desert in 
110-degree weather, etc., etc. Cali- 
fornia tracks may be hard to horses 
accustomed to Belmont or Saratoga 
but they are awfully soft to horses 
racing on the quarter tracks. 

It does prove, however, that these 
horses do run fast for their distance, 
a thing that has always been doubt- 
ed before this. Doubts have been 
cast on the timing, etc. That at least 
has been settled. 

As far as | am concerned, there 
is no such animal as a Quarter 
Horse. All the records have been 
set by horses that were clean bred 
or d-- near it. Rukin Jelks of Tucson 








who has probably the largest stable 
in Arizona of Quarter Horses, breeds 
almost entirely from Thoroughbred 
stock, and his Piggin String, which 
was probably the best stud running 
here last winter, was bred in Ken- 
tucky of the best of that state’s 
racing strains. King Ranch’s Quar- 
ter horses race under one name on 
the quarter tracks and another at 
the Eastern tracks. The “Quarter 
Horse’ named Princess Pat is an 
example of this.

Further Thoughts On Hunter Breeding 
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Thoroughbred Crosses With The Heavy And 
Intermediate Breeds, Heavydrafts, Devonshire 
Pack Horses, Irish Draft Horses, Etc. 





Hark Forrard 


Since weight carrying-hunters al- 
most invariably command a better 
price than lightweights, hunter 
preeders seeking strains to cross 
with Thoroughbred blood have gen- 
erally turned, not to the other light 
preeds, but to heavydrafts and the 
intermediate breeds. In spite of the 
fact that many excellent hunters 
have carried strains of heavydraft 
blood, this writer is of the opinion 
that the less carting blood there is 
in a hunter the better. There is 
really nothing about a ton horse 
that you want in a hunter except size 
and there are other better sources 
of size. A heavydraft has neither 
the make nor shape nor way of go- 
ing that one is looking for. He has 
very little courage and his tempera- 
ment is sluggish rather than quiet. 

It is too much to expect a Thor- 
oughbred sire or dam to supply the 
deficiencies and correct the faults of 
heavydraft blood. The outcross is 
too extreme. Sometimes two or 
three crosses of Thoroughbred blood 
will erase the heavydraft tint. We 
think of that great horse Ballymac- 
shane, with Percheron blood in his 
veins, that Fred Bontecou rode so 
successfully on the American Olym- 
pic team and a number of others 
that did a grand job in the hunting 
field. We must remember, however, 
as we have seen.above, that in any 
cross-breeding operation, the first 
cross gives most uniform results. 
Try to water down heavydraft blood 
with successive crosses of Thorough- 
bred blood and you run into animals 
that just will not reproduce them- 
selves as to type. 

If you insist on using draft blood, 
by all means put a draft stallion to 
a Thoroughbred mare. You will get 
much more quality this way and 
quality is what is principally lacking 
in this cross. The reasons for this 
will be discussed below. For the 
present we may recall the fact that 
the winner of the Half-bred foal 
class at the Maryland breeders show 
in 1942 was by a Suffolk stallion out 
of a Thoroughbred mare. 

When we come to consider the 
intermediate breeds we must go back 
a little in history. Before the 
machine age the weight of the aver- 
age farm horse was from 1200 to 
1400 pounds. Farm machinery was 
light. The roads were so bad in 
England that even as late as 1770 
most of the grain was brought to 
the mill on the backs of horses 
rather than by wagon. Good roads 
made their appearance still later in 
this country. In consequence there 
was no need for the heavydraft 
horse, 

With the advent of the industrial 
revolution, however, the picture un- 
derwent a rapid change. The prod- 
ucts of mine, furnace and mill had 
to be drawn over smooth cobble- 
Stones. There being no _ traction, 
weight in the collar was imperative. 
To meet the demand farmers in the 
flat, lush sections of England, 
France and Belgium, where the 
horses were naturally large, began 
selecting the larger strains for 
breeding purposes and so developed 
the heavydraft horse, something 
Which up to that time did not even 
exist. The high prices paid for 
seldings in the city made it profi- 
table for farmers to work their land 
With mares to produce them, even 
though these mares were much big- 
ser than farm operations required. 





As roads got better more grain was 
hauled to the mill in wagons, a task 
for which heavydrafts were also use- 
ful. In consequence the breeds 
which had been heavy enough for 
farm work before the Industrial 
Revolution began to be crowded out, 
a tendency which has persisted until 
today all except a few of them are 
extinct. 

It is these early farm breeds, 
which we may call the intermediate 
breeds, which we now come to con- 
sider. There were many in the 
British Isles which are now no long- 
er in existence, the Vardy, the How- 
denshire horse, the Northumberland 
Chapman horse, the Devonshire pack 
horse and many others. The last 
named was also the last to become 
extinct. In the south of England 
Devonshire pack horse strains were 
long used with much success to 
breed hunters. There is an article 
on the breed (pp. 123-125) and a 
picture of a stallion (p. 190) in 
Prof. J. Wortley Axe’s “The Horse”, 
London, 1908, He says: ‘There could 
be no finer cross for hunter breeding 
than the Pack-horse upon weedy, 
light-boned, ‘breedy’ mares, from 
which it is designed to produce short- 
legged, heavy-boned stock, capable 
of carrying weight.” Judging by the 
pictures and other descriptions the 
Devonshire Pack Horse was a short- 
legged animal of riding type, weigh- 
ing about 1250 pounds. The breed 
is now apparently extinct, although 
there are still a few stallions left 
carrying Devonshire Pack MHorse- 
strains—see Horse and Hound, 
March 12, 1937, p. 471. 

Another in portant intermediate 
breed which became extinct, but is 
now being revived, is the Irish Draft 
Horse. This is a light draft rather 
than a heavydraft breed. The Irish 
farmer has never succumbed to the 
Shires, Clydesdales and Suffolk 
Punches from across the channel. 
Perhaps he was against them be- 
cause his English landlord was for 
them and brought over stallions for 
him to patronize. This he stead- 
fastly refused to do, preferring in- 
stead the old native breed with clean, 
short legs, a quick active walk, a 
short back and a good head and eye. 
Some of them were a bit straight in 
the shoulder and short in the neck 
and pasterns. On the other hand 
the mares did the farm work and 
were so generally similar in type to 
the Thoroughbred that they produc- 
ed strong, useful hunters when bred 
to quality type stallions. 

During World War I so many of 
them were shipped to the front that 
the breed became virtually extinct. 
Fortunately, however, the officials of 
Eire realized that an important 
national heritage was slipping away. 
In contrast to the treatment accord- 
ed such breeds as the Shales and 
Devonshire Pack Horses in England, 
the Irish Department of Agriculture 
has granted large subsidies to the 
Irish Draft Horse and has gathered 
into a registry all the remnants of 
the old breed that could be found. 
Great progress has been made in the 
past 25 years and the breed is well 
on the way towards being re-estab- 
lished. 

Certainly the Irish farmers again 
possess a great body of mares which 
are suitable to put to Thoroughbred 
sires as well as to till the-land. It 
is the sire of this group of mares 
that makes Ireland the greatest 
hunter breeding country in the

world. It is not just the climate nor 
the grass nor the flare for livestock 
which puts the Irish hunter breeder 
at the top; more important than 
these is the fact that many more 
hunters are produced than in any 
other section which, in turn, means 
many more tops. 

Some authorities, such as Lord 
Ashtown and A. G. Doherty, prefer 
to put a Thoroughbred mare to an 
Irish Draft Horse stallion, rather 
than the other way round, on the 
ground that more quality is obtained 
in this way. As a matter of fact the 
non-Thoroughbred hunter sire, of 
which we shall have much to say 
later, has always been extensively 
used in Ireland. Whether Irish 
Draft blood is used on the top or on 
the bottom side of the pedigree, it is 
generally agreed that the first cross 
with Thoroughbred blood gives the 
most uniform results. With repeat- 
ed use of Thoroughbred sires the 
progeny lose both substance and 
type. 

The other principal group of inter- 
mediate strains are the _ so-called 
coaching breeds, particularly the 
Cleveland Bays. These will be dis- 
cussed in the next issue.

Mrs. Amory Lawrence Rides Her Consistent 
Bay To Top Conformation Ribbons and 
Most Coveted of Seven Championships 


‘This has been the finest show we 
have been to this year in quality if 
not in quantity of horses,’ said 
Judge George P. Mahoney speaking 
for himself and his fellow judge, 
Hugo R. Hoffman, after having giv- 
en the last of 7 tri-colored ribbons 
at the 19th annual Bath County 
Horse Show held at Hot Springs, 
Virginia on August 7, 8 and 9. 

Amidst all of the warmth, splen- 
dour and grand hospitality that is 
synonymous with the Homestead in 
Hot Springs, the show rolled through 
3 days and a night with amazing 
smoothness and even more amazing 
good weather. Despite many post 
entries and just a lack of entries in 
many Classes in the breeding, pony, 
and draft divisions, there were few 
hitches. The observant reader will 
note in the summaries that a num- 
ber of pony, draft, and breeding 
classes list only a 2nd or a 2nd and 
3rd ribbons. The Bath County Horse 
Show in unique among large shows 
in permitting these classes with but 
a few entries to be run off. How- 
ever, by giving no blue ribbons in 
such small classes, the distribution 


of points remains fairly well bal- 
anced. 
Judges Mahoney and Hoffman, 


aside from being excellent judges 
and good auctioneers at the sale of 
during the show, were per- 
lining up their win- 
ning horses. The average judge will 
simply line up his ribbon winners 
in 1. 2, 3. 4 order, but not Messrs. 
Hoffman and Mahoney. In the $300 
hunter stake class, for instance, they 
lined up Baby Seal, Dhuaway, Baby 
lla Ha, Highlander, and Cartender 
as the ribbons were brought out.

That was the third in a series of 
pleasant surprises for Mrs. Lawrence 
who rode her easy-going 8-year-old 
to accumulate a total of 21 points 
in the conformation hunter division. 
This total won against 13 for her 
nearest rival. Baby Seal, owned by 
Dr. John McGavock and ridden by 
co-owner and daughter Miss Shirley 
McGavock Thus Highlander suc- 
ceeded in overthrowing the Mc- 
Gavocks’ champion of last year as 
top conformation horse. 

The 3-year-old and working hunt- 
er divisions were shadowed and 
dominated by a young lady named 
Miss Gloria Galban A few weeks 
ago Miss Galban had a leg broken 
while schooling a horse and it was 
u sad sight to see this fine young 
horsewoman foreed to sit out the 
3ath County show With a look of 
disgust for her broken leg propped 
up on a chair, and a look of envy 
for those riding, she watched Mrs. 
3etty Perry ride Mont, whom she 
had only recently obtained from Mrs. 
Perry, to the reserve working hun- 


ier championship. Another of Miss 
Galban’s horses, Skipper’s Mate, 
forced Mr. and Mrs. W. Haggin 
Perry’s champion Unkaflower to give 
his best before taking the reserve 
3-year-old crown. 


One top champion of the show 
did uot come over the mountains. 
He is Clinker from Rock Spring 
Farm, owned by Mrs. Kenneth Ellis, 
and who has his stable right in Hot 
Springs. This smooth bay gelding 
was eligible for 5 of the 6 working 
hunter classes and in those classes 
he compiled a total of 21 points. 
Only Mont, of whom we have already 
spoken, stopped this grand horse 
from making a clean-sweep. Miss 
Galban’s horse edged out Miss Helen 
Tuke’s The Witch, which surprised 
everyone in a beautiful blue ribbon 
performance in the hunter test for 
the working hunter reserve. The 
final tally showed Clinker, 21 points, 
Mont, 11 points, and The Witch, 10 
points, 

The show opened on Thursday 
morning and by Thursday night it 
was clear to the horsemen in Hot 
Springs that the battle for the jump- 
er crown would be limited to four 
horses, Captain D’Arecy, owned by 
Lewis Wallihan and Miss Jane Wea- 
ver, Clarence Criser’s Mosby, and 
two jumpers owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
K. M. Bruce, Brandon Gem and 
Spinning Time. The jumper division 
was composed of 3 open and 3 touch- 
and-out classes spread out over the 
three days with a jumper stake class 
as a finale and climax. Briefly, what 
happened was this. Brandon Gem 
took the first open class of the show 
then fell off poorly in succeeding 
performances. Spinning Time start- 
ed warm, then Friday afternoon and 
evening he took 3 blues in a row, 
and appeared headed for a jumper 
sweep. However, Captain D’Arcy 
which just couldn’t get started in 
the first 3 classes suddenly hit his 
stride and cut off Spinning Time’s 
rampage winning the touch and out 


elass on Friday night. There are 
three horses, all of whom _ were 
strong at some time during the 
show. But what about that last 


horse? He’s just an aged chestnut 
whose breeding is unknown even to 
his owner. He was entered in each 
of the 7 jumper classes and as the 
sun set through the last falling dust 
at Hot Springs Clarence Criser’s 
Mosby had seven ribbons. This is 
as fine an example of the importance 
of consistency as one can find. Mosby, 
piloted throughout the show by Tom 
Criser, compiled 25 points winning 
but two blue ribbons. His first blue 
won early in the show seemed to 
say, “I’m Mosby, I’m here too.”’ His 
other blue came after he had played 
second fiddle to three other horses 
for nearly three days and as he won 
the jumper stake, the most impor- 
tant jumper class of his show clinch- 
ing the jumper title he seemed to

Dr. Hanson Celebrates 
75th Birthday Riding 
In Berryville Show

That certain Celtic touch which 
lifts music and horses into a realm 
of their own, seemed to gild the 
edges at the 2nd annual Berryville 
Horse show at Kenosha, Wisconson, 
August 2 and 8. 

Who, but a lad with the name of 
Dennis Murphy, the Gaelic coloring 
his accent, would think of calling 
an in-and-out, a ‘‘boreen!”’ 

The show field adjoins the Mur- 
phy stables. Dennis Murphy laid 
out the hunter course and _ also 
planned the jumper courses inside 
the ring. This is where the boreen 
confronted the contestants. It is 
an in-and-out with 14’-0” between 
and the obstacles were good and 
tall. As the usual stride is 12’-0’’, 
that extra 2’-0” necessitated clever 
riding and fast thinking on the part 
of the horses. Needless to say, not 
every contestant negotiated the 
boreen. 

The 2 days covered 10 hunter 
events. The novice class was de- 
lightful. The current midwestern 
heat wave caused looks of anguish 
in the appointments class. Scarlet 
looks warm, even in December. 

The class for hunters under the 
saddle was so well filled that it was 
necessary to hold an elimination 
class on Saturday morning, before 
the show. Horses were shown at a 
walk, trot. canter and gallop and 
were required to take one _ 3-foot 
jump. Conformation was not a fac- 
tor. It was, in effect, a hunter hack 
class, yet the standards were very 
high. It was” refreshing because 
those who attend shows regularly 
are beginning to think that a hunt- 
er does-nothing but fly over fences. 
On the other hand, a hunter hack, 
or a hack hunter is looked upon as 
a second rate mount and rightly so, 
if the original meanings of those 
terms are adhered to. John Jor- 
rocks always transported himself 
to the cover to he drawn, on his 
‘*kiver hack’? and there, he chang- 
ed to his hunter. The hill-toppers 
rode hack hunters which would not 
have been available to them, if they 
had been good enough to last out 
a good stiff run and clear timber. 

For the first time in my judging 
career, IT was heckled. I, somehow, 
considered it a compliment because 
the heckler was the parent of a 
little girl in bright blue jodhpurs, 
with her hands up under her chin 
and her feet “out on the dash 
hoard’. He announced, during the 
horsemanship class, that he was 
going to trade the horse in on one 
of those $65 hunters, so his daugh- 
ter could win some ribbons. I gave 
her every chance, but there just 
wasn’t any horsemanship in the 
equation. 

William Pinch was heckled too. 
He didn’t mind, either, as his un- 
happy customer had tried to show

The show was. spectacular and 
beautifully staged, but all contest- 
ants and committee members had 
to take a back seat for Dr. William 
Hanson of Kenosha. He served on 
the committee, he rode in the show 
and he celebrated his 75th birthday 
at the show.

More About Dressage 





Schooling Can Be Overdone But Moderate 
Amount of Cavalry Drill Movements 
Develop Best Qualities of Hunter 





Margaret de Martelly 








The benefits of dressage in the 
schooling of hunters is a_ subject 
well worth considering. It has been 
ably treated in the recent issues of 
The Chronicle, all of which prompt- 
ed me to add my bit. 

From 1920 to 1930, I was a mem- 
ber of the equitation classes at Fort 
Leavenworth. On the post during 
that enchanting decade, were offi- 
cers who are world famous horse- 
men. Fortunately for us, they were 
detailed to instruct the riding class- 
es. Subsequently, in my years of 
teaching, I have had a beautiful op- 
portunity to utilize the knowledge 
and training I obtained. 

It is my firm belief that a cer- 
tain amount of dressage is essential 
in fact, indispensible. I think it is 
a short cut to achieving perfection 
in manners, co-operation and sub- 
ordination on the part of a hunter, 
without destroying either his spirit 
or his love of his work. It can, how- 
ever, be over-done with the result 
that the horse breaks excessively at 
the poll and is apt to become a bor- 
er. Such a horse is hard to ride in 
the field. 

Elementary movements of dress- 
age, such as the shoulder-in, the 
about on the forehand, the about on 
the haunches and the two-track, 
serve a dual purpose. They make 
the horse responsive to the aids and 
they are, for him, suppling exercises. 
The benefits of this latter are ob- 
vious. A horse that does not receive 
this schooling is apt to favor one 
lead or, by fumbling cleverly at the 
trot, he can cause his rider to post 
always on the same diagonal. Thus, 
one hock and one shoulder become 
over-developed, while the seldom 
used diagonal pair of legs becomes 
stiff. This, of course, is conducive to 
the deterioration of muscles and 
tendons, all of which shortens the 
life and usefullness of the horse. 

The more intricate movements 
such as the trot in place, the gallop 
in place, the gallop in reverse, the 
changing of leads every stride, etc., 
are a magnificent manifestation of 
horsemanship. They are the heights 
to which only a gifted artist can 
rise. Thev leave audiences _ spell- 
bound at horse shows. At the Olym- 
pics, in team performances, it is al- 
most beyond the powers of imagin- 
ation that humans can exercise such 
control over animals, with such per- 
cision and invisible effort. Such ex- 
treme performances are for exhibi- 
tions only. 

In the first place, not every 
horse lends himself to such domin- 
ation. Some even become rebellious. 
But all horses respond and flourish 
under moderate dressage. The army 
does it subtly. 

Back in the good old days an es- 
cort troop would present sabres to 
a celebrity, then wheel into column 
of fours with never a horse’s' ear 
out of line. Or, back still farther, 
when there were only three arms of 
the service (and two of them mount- 
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ed), troops mustered for pay on the 
parade ground. It was a magnificent 
spectacle, long since discontinued. 
Drilling, however, was not discon- 
tinued because of its importance as 
a phase of instruction. 

In applying the aids necessary to 
achieve drill manoeuvres with per- 
cision, the trooper necessarily del- 
ves into dressage. Thus he receives 
instruction in horsemanship. His 
horse becomes subordinate to the 
will of his rider while he is being 
trained and muscled up. 

The simple manoeuvres of “half 
turn’, which is an about followed 
by an oblique, cannot be accomplish- 
ed by a full platoon with precision, 
unless each and every trooper app- 
lies the aids in such a manner that 
the horse has no defense against 
them. Those aids include the in- 
direct reins of opposition, active 
legs in rear of the girth and the 
slight and subtle shifting of the 
weight in the saddle. The horse ac- 
complishes the two-track on the 


oblique. He accomplishes the about 
on the haunches. That type of dress- 
age is excellent and it is just all of 
it that a hunter or a hunter prospect 
requires. 

In my experience I have found an 
alarming tendency to bit a_ soft 
mouth entirely and exclusively with 
a hunting snaffle. A horse that be- 
haves in a snaffle should, by all 
means, be hunted in a snaffle. He 
should, however, quite often, be 
schooled in a bit and bridoon. The 
head reaction, over a period of time, 
from constant use of the snaffle 
alone, is elevation, just as the curb 
alone depresses. By schooling from 
time to time with the double bridle 
(both curb and snaffle) the horse 
carries his head at a natural angle 
throughout his life. His neck and 
his jaw remain flexible. He can 
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consistently be schooled in exten. 
sion and collection and he will re. 
tain his snaffle mouth. 

All of this is why, in instructing, 
I cast off my lady-like demeanor 
and in my best cavalry sergeant’s 
voice I shout,‘‘Troopers, right about 
to the center, Ho!” If they do it, 
they must apply that certain set of 
aids. It is exercise, and training for 
the horse, it is horsemanship and it 
is dressage.

Armed-Assault Race Relegated To Never- 
Never Land As Calumet’s $1,000,000 Is Asstred 
And Phalanx Trails In American Derby 





Salvator 


Well—after all the preliminary 
publicity, ranging all the way from 
the sublime to the ridiculous; well 
—there ain’t-a-goin’ to be any 
match race between Armed and As- 
sault, at Washington Park, Chicago, 
on Saturday, August 30. Or very 
probably, anywhere else at any 
other old time. 


Late last Sunday evening’ the 
news was flashed over the radio— 
if you happened to be listening just 
then—that Assault had pulled up 
lame from a work-out that morning 
and that the race was off. 


So evaporates into thin—or at 
least diaphanous—air the “Race of 
the Century” as some of its more 
rapturous promoters pronounced it. 

There won’t be any $100,000 win- 
ner-take-all for either of the two 
rivals and for a time at least Stymie 
may repose calmly with the money- 
winning crown. resting upon his 
handsome head. 

It looked, you know, as if the 
title was about to be ravished from 
him by the outcome of the race— 
or something very much like that. 

But now, while Armed will 
double-in-brass on Labor Day in a 
$50,000 handicap which he was be- 
ing held out of on account of the 
match, even if he wins it Stymie 
will still be out front by quite a 
liberal margin. 

There were a few of the grum- 
blers that, when the almost-historic 
affair was announced, allowed that 
they were dating it too far ahead. 

That there was too much time 
elapsing in which ‘something could 
happen” and that matches should 
be served hot off the griddle, not 
as hors d’ oeuvres kept for weeks 
in the warming pan. 

But Assault was unable to say 
“Adsum” without prolonged deli- 
beration, and now he has defaulted 
altogether. And the big thrill has 


been relegated to the never-never 
land of blank cartridges and prick- 
ed balloons....Requiescat in pace. 
No flowers. 





Last Saturday saw one of the 
season’s most sensational perfor- 
mances at Washington Park, when 
in the American Derby, with a gross 
value of over $90,000, with $70,950 
to the winner, Fervent and Cosmic 
Bomb finished heads apart in the 
fastest mile and a quarter ever run 
by 3-year-olds, 2:00 3-5, breaking 
Armed’s track record of 2:01; with 
the top-heavy favorite Phalanx, 
brought on from the East especial- 
ly for the event, a poor 3rd and 
never for a moment really in the 
race. 

In this department of The Chron- 
icle last week we referred to the 
fact that the Calumet Farm Stable, 
of which Armed and Fervent both 
are members, was apt to go over 
the $1,000,000 mark in_ season’s 
earnings within a very short time. 

The following Wednesday Armed 
gathered in the $40,000 Whirlaway 
Stakes, then on Saturday Fervent 
took the American Derby, and these 
two victories alone have brought the 
Calumet total up to $970,241; leav- 
ing it short of the seven-figure mark 
by less than $30,000. 

From Chicago, after Labor Day, 
the Calumet forces go eastward to 
finish out the campaign and as their 
engagements there are heavy and 
include a trio of sensational 2-year- 
olds with a long list of rich engage- 
ments ahead of them, it begins to 
look possible that after they have 
gone on up above the million-dol- 
lar mark, they may eventually reach 
a million and a-half. 


Incidentally, Fervent, winner of 
the record-breaking American Der-

Opening of Aqueduct Assured Of 
Good Racing With 27 Nominations 
In Big Labor Day Handicap

The last week of Saratoga starts 
as these lines are dropped in the 
mail box and nearly as soon as they 
are ready for type, the circus will 
have packed and taken the trail 
down the Hudson Valley back to 
Long Island and Aqueduct. 


Aqueduct Stakes 

The stakes list of Aqueduct make 
it very apparent there will be good 
racing at that oval during the first 
of the Autumn gatherings that wan- 
der into November and the end of 
another of New York’s long seasons 
of racing. The opening day feature, 
for instance, drew a total of 27 
nominations for Labor Day’s 1 1/16- 
mile Aqueduct Handicap. For 3- 
year-olds and up, this $25,000 stake, 
first of the eight flat stakes to be 
contested before the meeting’s close 
on September 20, has drawn among 
its nominations such as Louis Augus- 
tus’ Eternal Reward, G. H. ‘‘Pete’’ 
Bostwick’s Risolater, W. L. Brann’s 
Gallorette, Mrs. Hirsch Jacobs, Sty- 
mie and others of the first rank. 

The rest of the Aqueduct stakes 
have all filled nicely, particularly 
the 2-year-old events and the $50,- 
000 Beldame, annually one of the 
great filly and mare events. There 
will also. of course, be steeplechase 
and hurdle stakes at this meeting. 


Saratoga’s Closing 

Saratoga’s closing week brings 
with it as perhaps the most interest- 
ing event, the closing day Hopeful 
which is, with the exception of Bel- 
mont’s Futurity, the big 2-year-old 
race of the year. Conditions make it 
one of the richest juvenile events of 
the season and the field for this re- 
newal promises the keenest sort of 
action, with such as King Ranch’s 
Better Self, Ben Whitaker’s My Re- 
quest, Belair’s Whirling Fox, Brook- 
meade’s Inseperable and Circle M’s 
Relic heading the lists. 


Closing day also points once more 
to the fact Americans simply will not 
or cannot run horses in distance 
events. The mile and six furlongs 
Saratoga Cup appears, at this writ- 
ing, as a likely walkover for one of 
Horatio Luro’s Argentine-breds, with 
Stymie declared out. 


Sales Off 37 Percent 

The sales ended on Friday night 
of the next to last week and, while 
they fell off as expected, there can 
certainly be no question but that 
they have been eminently successful. 

Where the yearlings were con- 
cerned, the average price fell off 
about 37%, but this was a deceptive 
way of measuring their success or 
failure. The truth of the sale was 
disclosed on the biggest night, the 
first Friday, when Henry H. Knight’s 
yearlings brought an average of 
$16.650. Back before the Keene- 
land sales, and following the ones 
in California, a veteran horseman 
made what proved to be the correct 
guess. “They will still pay good 
money for good ones,” he said, ‘“‘but 
you are going to see a falling off for 
the poor ones. People are not going 
to throw money around indiscrimi- 
nately any more.’’ And that was 
the way the Saratoga sales went: 
the good ones brought good piices, 
amazingly good prices; the poor ones 
brought what they were worth. 


$81,500 For *Piping Rock 
The dispersals that ended things, 
on the final Friday night were ex- 
tremely good, with $81,500 going for 
*Piping Rock when Walter Chrysler 
finally outbid Mrs. Dodge Sloane. 
There was also the exceedingly 
healthy figure of $57,100 paid for 
the broodmare Highclere, a Jack 
High bay. All in all, there could be 

little complaint over the sales.

Breeders’ Notes 





SUPER MARKET 

Saratoga’s market for yearlings 
was the strongest, horse for horse, 
of any auction this year. Results are 
now in and although we _ haven't 
tabulated all figures, it is apparent 
trom a cursory glance that there was 
real support from a price value 
standpoint for all yearlings with a 
semblance of racing prospects. There 
was much more demand for’ the 
"$5,000 class’’ yearling than at 
Kentucky, which is of primary im- 
portance to market breeders, who 
can thank their lucky stars that 
there is more than one market at 
which to sell just under one thou- 
sand yearlings annually. 


POT o LUCK TO VIRGINIA 

To the state of Virginia’s ever in- 
creasing stallion family will soon 
arrive the 5-year-old, Pot o'’Luck, 
who is by Chance Play out of the 
stakes mare, Potheen, by Wildair—- 
thus another source of the Ameri- 
can lines of Fair Play, Commando 
and Ben Brush. He was bought by 
a syndicate of about twelve mem- 
bers, one of the largest in numbers 
of any group we know of that has 
cut up a horse—and thereby, if you 
can put up with a pun, will have 
sufficient disciples to encourage his 
promotion in the connubial paddock. 
Originally bred and owned by Calu- 
met Farm before his sale to John 
H. Clark earlier this summer, Pot 
o’ Luck began his career on the race 
track by winning the Champagne 
Stakes and Pimlico Futurity as a 2- 
vear-old, thus qualifying as one of 
the best 2-vear-olds on the turf of 
any stallion in Virginia. At 3 he won 
five stakes which included the Clas- 
sic Lawerence Realization and 
Jockey Club Gold Cup and was 2nd 
in Hoop Jr.’s Derby. As a 4 and 5- 
vear-old, he was in the unfortunate 
position of being on the same team 
with Armed, Pensive, Faultless and 
Fervent, but in most any other 
stable would have been a choice for 
the All-American. His last stakes 
victory was in this year’s 1 1-16th 
Ben Ali Handicap at Keeneland in 
which he gave weight to the rest 
of the field except the speedy Pel- 
licle, which finished unplaced. Win- 
ner of $239,150, Pot o’Luck enters 
the stud with enough merit to sup- 
pose that he will get classic perform- 
ers, such as his half sister, the un- 
beaten Bewitch. It is reported that 
he will stand at North Wales Stud 
along side of First Fiddle. Pilate, 
By Jimminy., the new acquisition 
*Piping Rock, and others. 


WARWICK VASE 

During the Sales at Saratoga, the 
initial meeting of The Thoroughbred 
Club of Virginia was held in the 
directors’ room at the race course. 
We were away on our. sabbatical 
combating the surf and sun’s rays 
so were unable to attend, but we 
hear that Arthur Hancock, Major 
Louie Beard and Nelson Dunstan 
were elected to honorary member- 
ship. It was suggested that the Club 
join the association of Thorough- 
bred clubs, of which the _ parent 
body is the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. Also, the question of an 
annual award to the man or woman 
who has done the most for racing or 
breeding in the state was mentioned. 
More of this later when we have 
caught up on what’s been going on. 

One of the most generous ges- 
tures to boost interest in Virginia 
breeding seen in a long time is that 
of Walter Chrysler, Jr.’s presenta- 
tion to the Virginia Thoroughbred 
breeders of the famous Warwick 
vase. As president of the newly 
formed Thoroughbred Club of Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Chrysler has given the 
cup to the organisation to be known 
as the President’s Cup. It will be 
donated each year to the Virginian 
who has done the most for the 
Thoroughbred in the state. As Mr. 
Chrysler é@xplained at the meeting 
over which he presided in Saratoga 
on Thursday it is his hope that the 
trophy will be awarded not only to 
a breeder of the most successful 
horse. but also for other outstand- 
ing achievements either in the field 
of veterinary science, agriculture or 
racing. An excellent meeting was 
held at Saratoga with some 20 mem- 
hers present. A committee was form 
ed who would present the cup each 
year and a membership committee 
is planning on enlarging the mem 
bership of this newest of Virginia 
Thoroughbred associations, 


PIPING ROCK TO STAND AT 

NORTH WALES 

At the LaBoyteaux dispersal there 
was a scramble for the young stal- 
lion, *Piping Rock, the bay son of 
Fairway and Eclair. Up to a point 
there were four separate interests 
involved in the bidding, the horse 
finally being knocked down to Wal- 
ter Chrysler for $81,000. Here is 
further example, if any need be 
given, of Mr. Chrysler’s determined 
efforts -to increase the fame of Vir- 
ginia as a top breeding area. 


BEAU PERE DEAD 

Last fall a syndicate composed of 
Leslie Combs II, Lucas Combs, 
Warren Wright, Mrs. Graham Lewis. 
Russell A. Firestone and others 
purchased one of the outstanding 
stallions in the country, *Beau Pere, 
from Louis B. Mayer. He was ship- 
ped to Kentucky to Spendthrift 
Farm but the plans of the Kentucky 
breeders will not materialize as the 
son of Son-In-Law—Cinna died of 
chronic colitis on» August 20.

He served at 
stud in England, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and the United States, being 
a leading sire in Australia and tied 
with Bull Lea as the sire of 2-year- 
old winners in 1945 Among his 
foals in this country are  Honey- 
moon, Stepfather, Time Pere, Felle- 
soeur, ete. 


HORSE RACE 

Not for many a day will those 
who witnessed But Why Not and 
Cosmic Missile in the Alabama Stak- 
es at Saratoga on Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 20th see a better race. Nine 3- 
year-olds went postward for the 
$20,000 added with King Ranch’s 
Bradley bred Blue Larkspur—Be 
Like Mom, Sickle filly the favorite, 
King Ranch’s But Why Not having 
won 4 races out of 7 starts. In the 
paddock beforehand Cosmic Missile 
looked as good as the Kleberg filly 
and both of them seemed at the 
very top of their form. Spectators 
were prepared for a good race but 
nothing like the battle the two 
granddaughters of Sickle put on, 
Cosmic Missile being by Roman— 
Misty Isle, by Sickle, which gave 
the race an added interest. It was 
certainly Greek meets Greek as the 
two locked at the top of the stretch.

NEWMARKET YEARLING SALES 

The July Bloodstock Sales at 
Newmarket, England, last month 
took about the same trend in prices 
for yearlings as our American mar- 
kets at Keeneland and _ Saratoga. 
Seventy-five lots, sold on one day 
of the sales, brought 82,435 guineas, 
roughtly $400,000 with an average 
of 1,099 guineas, $4,900. The Gaek- 
war of Baroda paid top price of 
10,000 guineas for a colt by Nearco 
on one day. Another Nearco brought 
5.000 guineas. 


BOB HUMUHREY’s GERALD

Tail’. A few minutes later her pur- 
chaser, H. J. Hussman of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, went to $9,800 for a daughter 
of Pensive. 

Wednesday, the 12th, saw pretty 
much the same type of offering g, and 
pretty much the same type of bid- 
ding. The tops of this auction was 
the only Amphitheatre sold at the 
entire session, out of a *Pharamond 
II mare. This laddie went to the 
Starmont Stable, owned and main- 
tained by E. B. Benjamin, and was 
consigned by James D. Boinas, who 
also sold a Peace Chance filly to J. 
J. Amials. Every one was a little 
surprised that the North Wales of- 
ferings did not average a bit more, 
the tops for that well bred batch be- 
ing the $10,000 filly by *Chrysler 
2nd—War Banner, by Man o’War, 
which was knocked down to that 
astute Kentuckian Thomas B. Crom- 
well.

Saratoga Feature Jumping Race Won 
By Floating Isle In 13th Start For 
Montpelier-Bred Son of Battleship

It was Fife’s 65th of the meet- 
ing when on August 18 the leading 
jumping rider conducted Black Ned 
home in the manner in which odds 
on favorites are supposed to win, 
but so seldom do. I. Bieber’s 10- 
year-old son of, Neddie was never 
worse than 2nd at any time, and 
drew away after the 10th fence to 
score by 4 over G. H. Bostwick’s 
High Tint. 

The claiming hurdle event 
brought out gs to compete over a 
track that was described as “good”, 
though drying out after the torren- 
tial rains that had broken the hide- 
ous heat of the previous week. Hi 
Marietta netted the 3rd end of the 
purse for her owner, Gus Simone, 
and looked for a while as though 
she might do better, but she was 
jumping badly and lost a lot of 
ground at her fences. John Bosley, 
Jr.’s Fieldfare was a distant 4th. 

In this race, Knight’s Armor put 
on a display of perverseness that 
would be hard to top any where. 
First of all he didn’t want to go to 
the post, and the pony boy had to 
drag him there by brute force.

Noel by Gainsborough, he combines 
conformation, breeding and ability, 
and must make his breeder-owner, 
Mrs. Marion duPont Scott very 
proud, as well as being a credit to 
his conditioner, Ray Woolf. Jockey 
Merlin Fife was aboard, making it 
6 out of 14, and this was one trip 
when Fife didn’t have to do any 
drumming. 


Big Sun was 2nd, with F. A. 
Clark’s Scuttleman a distant 3rd, 
and the other 4 starters were strung 
out like a clothes line, the last to 
finish actually being 171 lengths 
off the winner.

Grayson Foundation 

Saratoga is always a gathering 
place for horsemen from pretty 
much all over the country. One of 
the annual affairs here is the meet- 
ing of the Grayson Foundation, the 
equine research group devoted to 
digging into the causes and, if pos- 
sible, the prevention and cure of the 
most prevalent horse diseases. 

This year’s meeting reported con- 
siderable progress and the concrete 
establishment of one of the research 
centers. Though the English group 
devoted to the same work maintains 
its own buildings and centers, the 
Grayson Foundation has felt that a 
better way to insure success is to 
use the equipment and the personnel 
of already established universities 
and research laboratories. This year 
the announcement was made that 
the University of Kentucky had ar- 
rived at an agreement to set up a 
year’s work in the study of periodic 
opthalmia at that institution and 
that the Grayson Foundation had as- 
signed $35,000 for the year’s effort. 


Research Centers 

There are to be four or five other 
research centers to be set up at care- 
fully selected universities where the 
men in charge and the proven re- 
sults of the past make it certain the 
work will be well done. 

Those—horsemen, racing plants 
and just plain interested people— 
who have contributed to the funds 
of the Foundation would be inter- 
ested in the financial report tender- 
ed at the meeting by Major Louie 
A. Beard. Distilled from the figures 
presented was the fact that over- 
head and operation to date had cost 
one half of one per cent, which 
means that the money given the 
Foundation really gets to the use 
intended for it. 

As has been known for the past 
year and a half, the general super- 
vision of the work is under Dean 
R. A. Kelser of the School of Veteri- 
nary Medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania. At this meeting, Dean 
Kelser was able to announce the 
make up of the scientific advisory 
board which will aid in selecting 
place and personnel for the work to 
be attempted. It is a most impres- 
sive group who have agreed to assist 
and it includes Dr. Rolla E. Dyer, 
Assistant Surgeon-General of the 
United States; Dr. John E. Harden- 
berch of Chicago, Dr. Fred Rankin 
of Lexington, former president of 
the American Medical Association, 
Dr. Harry W. Schoening, chief of the 
Pathology Division of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and Dr. Richard EF. 
Shope of the Rockefeller Institute. 


Dr. Kelser, of course, also serves 
with the board.

1834 English Derby 
Victor Plenipotentiary 
Painted By Herring 


Plenipotentiary, the great Derby 
winner of 1834, is pictured on our 
front cover through the courtesy of 
E. J. Rousuck of Scott and Fowles 
Gallery, New York. The canvass is 
by J. F. Herring, painted in 1834 
for a David Robertson in whose 
family the painting has remained 
until just recently. So much of an 
impression did Herring’s painting 
make at the time of its execution 
for Mr. Robertson that King Wil- 
liam the Fourth asked to have it 
sent to him for his inspection. 

Mr. William Woodward, the Pre- 
sident of the Jockey Club, wrote of 
this incident in his Cherished Por- 
traits of Thoroughbred Horses. Mr. 
Woodward has one of the finest 
collections of Thoroughbred paint- 
ings ever assembled and is an auth- 
ority on the subject. The notice he 
Pays this picture proves it to be one 
of the outstanding paintings of its 
kind. 

Wildrake in Taunton’s Portraits 
of Celebrated Racehorses, is quoted 
in the following manner from his 
notice about Plenipotentiary. ‘Here 
stands the crack of his day as we:l 
as of every other, a horse such as 
we shall ne’er look upon the like 
again, the wonderful Plenipo. While 
in Tattersall’s Pictorial Gallery of 
English Racehorses, there is writ- 
ten about the Derby of 1834, “It 
had been and will be, many years 
before a Derby excites so much in- 
terest.’”” John Hervey in tracing the 
early importations to this country 
in his great racing series, Racing 
in America, discovered a lengthy 
and most interesting document in 
the Jackson family archives show- 
ing the effort by them to have 
Plenipotentiary imported to _ this 
country along with Priam. Mr. Tat- 
tersali replied at some length on 
January 6, 1836: ‘“‘Plenipo and 
Priam,” he reported, “are not to 
be had for money. Glencoe, Lord 
Jersey had just written me to say 
would cover next season. I immedi- 
ately wrote asking his price. I send 
you his answer. I wrote to say I 
would not give that sum but would 
give him 2,000 guineas.”

The time, as aforesaid, marked 
the fastest mile and a quarter ever 
run by a 3-year-old; hence we may 
put him down as “defeated but not 
disgraced.”

Wasting Puts Weight Back 
Out of All Proportion For 
Food Or Drink Consumed 


J. Bairfax-Blakeborough 

It is an established fact that a 
jockey who is ‘“‘wasting’’ puts on 
weight out of all proportion to the 
amount of food or drink he consum- 
es. There are many instances of this, 
the most recent being that of Peter 
Maher. At a race meeting the other 
day | gave a tea ticket to all the 
jockeys who were riding, but Peter 
declined. He told me he had that 
morning run twice round the course 
in sweaters and had got off 3 Ibs. 
He said he would have neither food 
or drink until after the last race (it 


which he was riding), as a short 
time ago, on a hot afternoon, he 


drank a glass of water after wasting. 
and found it nut on 2 lbs. 

This reminded me of the story 
the veteran Middleham trainer. 
“Bob” Armstrong, has more than 
once told me of an experience he 
had in his jockey days. To get his 
weight down he walked seventeen 
miles into Carlisle in an overcoat on 
a summer afternoon. There he had 
a glass of mineral water, then walk- 


ed back to Penrith. On arrival he 
found he was 3 Ibs. heavier than 
when he set off. There was a case 


a week or two ago of a jockey “in 
physic” getting his weight down, 
passing the scale, then having 
drink, and being overweight after 
the race. He was before the ste- 
wards and was fined. The late Jim 
Fagan of Malton, wasted hard on 
one occasion to ride at York, tried 
his weight in the weighing-room, 
found he had got himself just under 
what was required, went out into 
the paddock and bought a pear, ate 
it, and had to declare two pounds 
overweight. It all sounds a physical

Some time ago | referred here to 


a number of north 
men who have had their favourite 
horses and dogs buried near their 
homes so that they could walk round 
their graves and conjure up happy 
memories of the past. A correspon- 
dent reminds me that Capt. Robert 
Hutton of Houghton Hall, Hough- 
ton-le-Spring, co Durham, not only 
pensioned off his favourite horses 
and hounds, and in due course had 
them buried in the orchard near his 
house, but was also buried with 
them when he died in 1680. 

About ten years prior to his de- 
mise he had started the Houghton- 
le-Spring Hounds, the first pack 
of which there is any record in the 
county of Durham. The Capt. had 
commanded a troop of horse guards 
in Cromwell’s army. His great uncle 
was Archbishop of York, and an- 
other branch of his family played a 
considerable part in the evolution of 
the Thoroughbred.

The current controversy about 
cash prizes for polo has caused

sharp words. The question is 
very irritating to a lot of people, 
and makes them see red, white, 
and blue which is very patriotic, 
but doesn’t help clear the air. 
Being a little confused myself 
I wrote to G. A. A. to see if she 
had anything up her sleeve on 
the subject. As usual she had 
plenty to say, and did not hesi- 
tate to say it. 

She says, “I’m fed up with 
the people who attack profes- 
sional sport, and wish that the 
medical profession would de- 
velop a serum to give those die- 
hards, who shudder at the mere 
mention of anyone making an 
honest penny out of sport. But 
what annoys me is that some of 
these people are not too partic- 
ular in other fields, and will 
overlook quite a lot if the re- 
turn is generous. Many people 
make money so that they can 
do sport; so why not make 
money out of sport to do other 
things. To be first class at a 
game takes time, energy, skill, 
and some money—none of which 
is lying in the ditches. Conse- 
quently, those who can’t afford 
to play for fun need help. Now, 
if the athlete can make a living 
out of sport on his own, won't 
it make things a lot healthier, 
and put an end to the eternal 
chattering about the hidden go- 
ings on which is an embarrass- 
ment to all concerned, and a 
black eye to sport. Polo is 
probably the most expensive 
sport of all. It has been kept 
going by a small, devoted group 
who have done a grand job of 
supporting the game. But it 
might be a relief to them not 
to have to carry the entire load, 
and to the less affluent who al- 
ways feel a bit like the poor 
relations, never quite knowing 
what will happen when his uncle 
or his arm ceases to function. 
It’s about time the high priests 
of polo faced the facts. Other 
sports have done it and lived to 
tell the tale. Why not polo? 

“I venture to say the money 
made in sport is just as clean 
as that made in some business 
deals; cleaner perhaps!”
